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SUBJECT: Further Information Ceneerning Government Moves 

against the Binh Xuyen 
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1. Wgo Dinh Diem, Ngo Dinh Nhu and Madame Nhu are making secret 
moves to break Dai Van Sang's control of trie National Police and 
Security Services. 

2. Information has reached General Le Van Vien's headquarters 
that Ngo Dinh Diem and his entourage are searching for all possible 
means to undercut and rempve Dai Van Sang in order to reduce the 
General's power. Vien also has information that Diem intends to 
close the gamlbing houses in Saigon-Cholon about 16 January. Vien's 
advisers are counselling him to take the following course of action: 

a. If Diem's moves against Le Van Vien a re strong and appearlikely *- 

to succeed, Vien's forces should retire to their area J }0 cond uct | 

armed resistance. 

b. If Diem's moves are weak and indecisive, the Cpng In Xung Phung 
(Vien's armed forces in Saigon-Cholon) should attempt to occupy 
Saigon -Cholon and vicinity by force. 

3. Le Van Vien considers the situation serious but does not 
nant ODen conflict. He wishes to follow Bao Dai's orders and wants 
to make a trip to confer with Bao Dai in this respect. The General's 
entourage opposes the trip, and advises a direct course of action 
(para 2 above) be taken on Vien's own initiative. Le Van Vien is 
undecided what action to take since he hesitates to cross the desires 
of his advisers.
